Vice-Chair Finlay introduced three (3) new CEHD members: Hon. Debbie Franklin representing
WRCOG; Hon. Rose Espinoza, representing OCCOG; and Hon. Tom Hansen representing
Gateway Cities COG.

2012-2035 Regional Transportation Plan/Sustainable Communities Strategies (RTP/SCS)
Growth Forecast: Planning& Policy Implications

Steve Levy, Director of the Center for Continuing Study of the California Economy,
provided an overview of policy and planning implications for the 2012-2035 RTP/SCS
growth forecast along with the new California Department of Finance (DOF) projections
to be released on January 31, 2013. Mr. Levy stated that the most significant
demographic characteristics of the projected population in the region will be the aging of
the population, particularly the baby boomer generation and shifts in ethnic composition.
Mr. Levy stated that another shift worth noting is that some of the aging population is
downsizing to smaller units in high-amenity areas. Mr. Levy further stated that the
growth forecast is the foundation of SCAG’s responsibility to transportation and overall
land use planning.

The CEHD Committee members raised questions and discussed the following aging-
related issues:

1) How the aging population impacts transportation;

2) How aging affects labor force participation, postpones retirement, and how these
are translated into job growth projections;

3) Housing transactions and local government tax revenue and finance;

4) Demand, surplus, and price of large single-family housing in suburban areas and
the emergence of multi-generational housing;

5) Wage and income recovery and growth from the recession; and

6) Aging farmers and initiative regarding “from battle field to farm field.”

2013 Local Profiles Update

Ping Chang, Program Manager of Land Use and Environmental Planning, provided an
overview of the 2013 Local Profile reports, which will be provided to the Planning
Directors and member jurisdictions for review and comment. Mr. Chang stated that the
draft Local Profiles will be released next week and the final Local Profile reports are
scheduled for release at the SCAG General Assembly on May 2-3, 2013.

Hon. Larry McCallon suggested including in future reports information pertaining to the
age of commercial and industrial properties, which would provide a clear picture of the
cities’ economy. Hon. McCallon requested that a copy of the city profile report for San
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Bernardino be provided to the Planning Director at SANBAG, as well as to the local
planning directors.

Sustainability Program Call for Proposals Ranking Criteria

Peter Brandenburg, Senior Regional Planner, stated that the Sustainability Program will
assist cities and counties in local planning projects, and is designed to expand on the
success of the Compass Blueprint Program. Mr. Brandenburg stated that there will be
three (3) components to the new Sustainability Program: Compass Blueprint, Active
Transportation, and the Green Region Initiative. Mr. Brandenburg further stated that
project selection criteria will be used to evaluate grant proposals and rank them for
available funding. After the release of the call for proposals in April 2013, funded
projects will begin in late summer 2013.

A MOTION was made (McCallon) to recommend to the Regional Council approval of
the Call for Proposals ranking criteria. The MOTION was SECONDED (Jahn) and
unanimously approved.

A written report was provided.

Hon. Margaret Finlay noted that this would be the last CEHD meeting for Hon. Josue Barrios
and thanked him for his service to the Committee.

jurisdictions to determine how much time they are spending participating in the 2012-2035

RTP/SCS Growth Forecasting and local review process.
